REPORTS
A, Consumer Complaints — Dr, Waltz

There was no report given by Dr. Waltz at this meeting of the Board.
B. State Veterinarian’s Report - Dr. Marsh

Dr. Marsh reported the Governor signed a bill last year to establish care
standards with the Board of Animal Health (BOAH) for livestock and poultry.
This went into effect January 1, 2011. BOAH is working on dictating
principles for the care standards; basically stating the animal’s needs for food,
water, and shelter, among other items. Dr. Marsh spoke of the TB
investigation and stated it continues today. He explained that in December

they found a cow positive with TB in a packing plant in Michigan and Indiana .-

is on the list again as a potential area for TB. BOAH has put the taskforce
back on TB eradication. Dr. Marsh attended a meeting on January 26
regarding the reproductive syndrome called RNA virus for swine. This has
not been previously investigated, but now will be. He also discussed
paraplasmosis issues in Indiana with horses coming from Texas. King Ranch
in Texas is offering reimbursement to individuals if they have any equine
purchased from their ranch testing positive for paraplasmosis. The State will
now require this test for race tracks in Indiana for horses coming in, including
thoroughbreds and quarter horses as well as any equine travelling with these
specific horses. He also touched on dairy farms being discussed again for
farm level milks and cheeses. Lastly, the Board considered changes for rabies
vaccines to be given by veterinary technicians and veterinary assistants but
voted to keep it the way it currently is where only veterinarians can provide
these vaccinations.

OLD/NEW BUSINESS
NAVLE EXAMINATION RESULTS FOR NOVEMBER - DECEMBER 2010
The NAVLE has released the results from the November - December 2010 NAVLE

examination for veterinarians. Of the 69 candidates that took the NAVLE in Indiana,
there were 61 passing scores and § failures.

VTNE EXAMINATION RESULTS FOR DECEMBER 2010
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The AAVSB has released the results from the December 2010 VINE examination for
veterinary technicians. Of the 80 candidates that took the VINE in Indiana, there were
32 passing scores and 48 failures.
